1 . The papers submitted on 26 July 2010, amending claims 1-3 and canceling claim 4, are 
acknowledged. 

REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

3. The prior art taken either singularly or in combination fails to anticipate or fairly suggest 
the limitations of the independent claims, in such a manner that a rejection under 35 U.S.C. §102 
or §103 would be proper. The prior art fails to discloses controlling the temperature in the 
upstream portion (before the solvent inlet) being greater than that prevailing in the downstream 
portion (after the solvent inlet) in the range required by the instant claim, the closest prior art 
(cited above) merely teaches an increasing temperature through the length of the extruder (see 
Song col. 9 11. 16-23) or at a constant temperature during the additional of solvent/plasticizer (see 
Capelle col. 1 11. 54-58 and Lakshmanan col. 2 1. 33-35).
